The applicant should note that the actual information or data stored on a 
knowledge base does not create a new apparatus, see MPEP 21 13 and 21 14. 
Furthermore, Funabashi's system indicates the probability of correctness, see in the 
abstract that the system is based on "fuzzy logic" (for estimating or predicting events, 
col. 2 line 64-col. 3 line 21.. 

As per claim 2, see the rejection of claim 1 . 

In reference to claim 3, see fig. 18 and col. 5. 

Claim 4 is taught via claim 1 , since the specific equation used does not create a 
new apparatus, as indicated in claim 1 . 

The features of claim 5 are taught via Funabashi's col. 5 and col. 4 lines 53-57. 
As per claim 6, see col. 6 lines 39-47. 

Furthermore, the features taught by Matranga and Linzenkirchner are considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure.
